Arrest Village 
Youth in Burglary 


A 17-year-old Dansville youth 
was charged with third-degree 
burglary and petit larceny follow- 
ing his arrest Thursday after an 
investigation by the Dansville 
Police Department.

A.Yes. You will receive a state- 
ment of earnings sometime in 
January. It is Social Security 
Benefit Statement Form SSA- 
1099. It will show the total 
amount of your benefits for 1987 
as well as any deductions for 
things like Medicare premiums. 

Q. My wife and I both will be 65 
next year. How soon should we 
apply for our Social Security 
benefits? 

A. You should apply for retire- 
ment benefits about 2-3 months 
before you plan to retire. That 
way, your claim can be processed 
in time for your payments to start 
when you stop working. Even if 
you decide not to retire, you 
should file an application for 
Medicare 2 or 3 months before 65 
to make sure you will have full 
Medicare protection starting at 
age 65.
